At the second’s day’s proceedings of the 
Gaelic League Conference yesterday, at 25 
Parnell square, Dublin, Mr. Frank Fahy 
general secretary, alluding to the small 
attendance, said that the conference was 
being held at an inopportune time, as 
most of the teachers were engaged now in 
their schools, and those of them who had 
returned from their holidays had not the 
money to travel again in order to attend 
the conference. 


YOUNG MEN BLAMED. 


LEAGUE TO TAKE CONTROL. 


Mr. Fahy said that the League ought to 
take charge of dancing in order that Irish 
dances might be encouraged and placed above 
all other kinds of dances. In spite of all that 
had been said about it in the past, the real 
Irish dances were neglected, while the 
‘‘jazz’’ class of dances was practised gene- 
rally. He suggested that a sub-committee 
should be appointed to take up the subject 
and deal with it in an effective manner. 

The President (Cormac Breathnach) said 
that the young men of the country were 
blameable for the neglect of Irish dances, 
hecause they were satisfied with whirling 
round in ''jarss " and other foreign dancing. 

It was agreed that the new Executive 
Committee should appoint a sub-committee to 
take up the subject, so as to bring dancing 
under the, control of the Gaelic League. 

In answer to a question as to whether the 
Gaelic Oireachtas could be revived, Mr. Fahy 
said that he thought it could not. The last 
Oireachtas, which was held in Cork, had left 
them with a debt of £800, 


LEAGUE RECONSTITUTION. 

Mr. D. O Ceohdin (Wexford) proposed, and 
Mr. T. O Scannell (Dublin) seconded, the 
adoption of the report of a sub-committee 
that was appointed to consider resolutions 
relating to the alteration of the constitution 
of the League. It was recommended that 
district, county and provincial councils be 
set up, and that the language fund collection 
be under the control of the county com- 
mittees; that a third of the proceeds go to 
the branches, a third to the county com- 
mittees and a third to the Coiste Gnotha 
(Executive Committee), and that the debts of 
the Coiste Gnotha be divided among the 
counties for repayment by the counties. It 
was stated that as far as county organisation 
was concerned the scheme. was in operation 
in Wexford. 

A Longford delegate approved of the 
scheme in general, but he suggested that the 
question of the division of the. Coiste 
Gnotha’s deil among the county committees 
sheuld not be adopted without previous con- 
sultation with the branches. 

The Rev. Father Michael, 0.S.F.C. (Cork), 
and the Rev. Father Hurley (Tralee) sup- 
ported the scheme, and the report was 
adopted. 

The President said that the greatest change 
that would be made by the scheme in the 
constitution was the establishment of the 
county committees, which would have control 
of the work of the League within the 
counties. 

Mr. Fahy said that there were five county 
committees in operation at present. 

The President said that with the adoption 
of this scheme steps would be taken to 
establish a county committee in every county. 

In reference to the scheme for co-operation 
between the Gaelic League and the Gaelic 
Athletic Association, the President said that 
he had great hopes from this union of forces, 
The President of the G.A.A. at present was 
an Irish speaker and an enthusiastic Gael, 
who would do his best to advance the Irish 
language as well as Irish pastimes. (Ap- 
pleuse.) 


ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 

The President proposed the election of 
Lord Ashbourne as President of the League 
for the ensuing year. He said that he 
knew no member of the League more worthy 


of that honour than Lord Ashbourne. (Ap- 
plause. 
The Rev. Father Michael, 0O.S.F.C., 


seconded the proposition, and it was passed 
with acclamation. 

The President said that he wanted to say 
what he did not say before—namely, that 
Lord Ashbourne had been a generous con- 
tributor to the funds of the League, and that 
he had given £1,250 during the past year. 
He wished to thank Lord Ashbourne for 


that and for all the good work he had 
ee rye for the League. 

ord Ashbourne thanked the delegates for 
having done him the honour of electing him. 
He would do his best to strengthen the 
League throughout the country, and would 
ver the work of the county committees. 

n the motion of Mr. T. O’Scannell, 
seconded by Professor William O’Brien, a 
resolution was passed approving of the 
scheme of continuation education proposed 
by the Technical Education Commission to 
stimulate true culture amongst the people, 
and stating that there was no y more 
suitable for carrying out this scheme than 
the Gaelic teachers who were engaged in 
this work at present. 

GAELIC SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 

On the motion of Mr. D. O’Ciobéin, a 
resolution was adopted requesting the Go- 
vernment to give effect to the recommenda- 
tions of the Gaelthacht Commission regarding 
the establishment of secondary schools in the 
Gaelthacht and a training school in Dublin 
for girls from the Gaelthacht. 

It was decided that the next annual con- 
ference should be held about Easter, 1929. 

A reception of delegates was held last 
night, during which the new President was 
given an enthusiastic greeting.

THE FAINNE AND SHILLING 
EXAMINATION FEE. 


At the conclusion of the business of the 
conference, a meeting of the Fáinne (Irish 
Speakers’ Association) was held, under the 
presidency of Lord Ashbourne. 

The President said that the language move- 
ment was going ahead in the country; never- 
theless, it required pushing, especially 
amongst the young people, and everyone who 
had a knowledge of the language ought to 
speak it on all possible occasions. 

Mr. 8. O Griana, Secretary, gave an 
account of the work of the Association from 
April Ist to the 3ist July this year, which 
showed that 582 persons received the gold 
Fáinne, and 1,916 the silver ring. There are 
eighty branches of the Fáinne in the country. 
A good deal of propaganda was done SES a 
the year in the counties of Cork, Wexford, 
and Dundalk. 

The report was adopted. 

A discussion took place on the motion of 
“Cu Uladh"’ (Mr. P. T. MeGinley) to the 
effect that all persons presenting themselves 
for examination for the Fáinne should pay 
an entrance fee of one shilling. 

Mr. Cormac Breathnach opposed the 
motion, and proposed as an amendment thet 
the charge should be made onlv upon persons 
over sixteen years of age. The children of 
poor people would find the charge a heavy 
burden. 

Mr. 8. O’Kavanagh (‘‘ An Scoláire Bocht ”’) 
said that it would be more reasonable to 
give a shilling to most of the poor candidates 
than to take a shilling from them. 

A woman delegate said that a great many 
young persons sought the Fáinne with a view 
to obtaining posts in the public service, and 
when thev succeeded they neglected the lan- 
guage. She thought that such persons should 
+be deprived of the Fáinne. 

The Rev. Father Michael said that the pro- 
posed fee would be like erecting a wall 
around the Gaelic language. It would be 
better to induce the whole of the people to 
come in without charge. 

The motion as amended was passed. 

Complaints were made that the Fáinne 
was being worn by persons who had not paid 
the annual fee, or who had not complied with 
the rules, and it was decided that the Fáinne 
would not be obtainable in fiture by any 
person until after a year’s probation follow- 
ing the examination, and that the silver 
Fáinne would not be given to adults in 
future, 

There was notice of motion on the agenda 
to have the Fáinne registered under the 
Patent Law. and to put the law in force 
against any person who did not comply with 
the rules. 

The motion was postponed for a year in 
order to test another scheme which it was 
suggested would achieve the same object.

and the following were re-elected Vice-

MATERIALS. — |

LOWER GENERAL LEVEL. 


A report of the Chairman (Major Hills, 
M.P.) of the Inter-Departmental Gonniihittes 
appointed to survey the prices of building 
materials for the period up to June, 1928, is 
accompanied by a schedule showing the prices 
of building materials during the month of 
June, 1928, and, for purposes of comparison, 
the prices for April, 1914, and January, 1924. 
The report states that the lower level of 
prices current in November last has been 
generally maintained during the past seven 
months; in many instances, prices have 
moved downwards still further within this 
period. Particulars of specific articles are ap- 
pended. 

Bricks.—In the majority of the areas from 
which reports have been received further falls 
in the prices of bricks, both common and 
facing, are reported, the exceptions being 
Birmingham, Leicester, and Manchester 
where prices have not varied. In the case of 
Leicester,’ however, a reduction in the price 
of bricks manufactured locally is under con- 
sideration by manufacturers. In other dis 
tricts the amount of reduction has varied, in 
the case of common bricks up to 10s. per 
thousand. and in the case of facing bricks up 
te £1 per thousand. In no case has there 
been any rise in brick prices, the apparent 
exception of Willesden being due to the fact 
that the November price did not include the 
cost of carriage to site. 

Portland Cement.—Since the issue of the 
last report prices of the English product fell 


in Birmingham and Scotland, thus coming 


into line with prices in the rest of the 
country. Further reductions are also re- 
ported from several districts. The imported 
article also has generally fallen in price by 
amounts ranging up to 5s. per ton; there has 
Me been a fairly general fall in the cost of 
ime. 

Timber.—While there has been no general 
movement in timber prices some districts re- 
Port reductions. 

Slates and Tiles.—Reductions in the prices 
of these articles have been reported from 
several districts. 

Lead.—Towards the end of last year the 
pl of lead showed signs of hardening, and 

y January last most districts had reported 
increases. Further fluctuations have since 
taken place, and, while in a few instances 
pores ave slightly higher than they were in 
‘ovember last, in most districts they are still 
lower than those recorded seven months ago. 

Cast-iron Goods.—The fall in prices of rain- 
water pipes and gutter and soil pipes has con- 
tinued throughout England and Wales. and 
in some districts baths also have become 
cheaper. Reductions in prices of kitchen 
ranges have also been reported from most 
localities, the largest reductions occurring in 
Scotland.

UNUSUAL BRIDGE DESIGN 
IN U.S. 


 ——— é -——  — 


Concrete foundations supporting super- 
structures of other materials are the common 
rule in bridge construction. The bridge over 
the Rappahannock River at Tappahannock, 
Va., is unique in that its heavy reinforced 
concrete superstructure is carried for the 
most part on creosoted timber piles. This 
bridge, which was designed by the engineers 
of the Virginia State Highway Department, 
is the first structure of similar size and im- 
portance employing this unusual method of 
construction. The chief consideration govern- 
ing the selection of timber piles for the sub- 
structure was the fact that, as the supporting 
stratum was found at a depth of more than 
100ft., the cost of concrete piers throughout 
the length of the bridge would have been 
prohibitive. 

The bridge has a total length of 5,440ft., 
and comprises one 240ft. steel truss swing 
span and 260 20ft. beam spans. The roadway 
is 21ft. wide, and the structure is designed to 
carry two 15-ton trucks. The superstructure 
of the swing span consists of a reinforced 
concrete céllular pier on wooden piles. The 
piles employed for the substructure of the re- 
mainder of the bridge were creosoted, except 
those which were so long that they had to be 
spliced, in which case the lower portion was 
untreated. Some of these piles were as long 
as 116ft. at the cut-off. The superstructure 
is of reinforced concrete, supported by four 
lines of steel stringers. The hand-rails were 
precast of reinforced concrete, and were cast 
into the posts as the construction of the 
bridge progressed. The swing span is 
electrically opérated and can swing through 
an arc of 90deg. in 50 seconds. 
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COST OF HOUSE-BUILDING 
IN AUSTRALIA.

Some idea of the remarkablé growth of 
Sydney and suburbs can be gained from the 
fact that just on 160,000 buildings, mostly 
homes, have been erected since the war at a 
total cost of £108,141,000. ' 

Figures for the 1927-28 period have 
eclipsed all previous records. New buildings 
connected with water by the Water Board 
totalled 11.972, costing £15,293,780, compared 
with 10,325 buildings erected at a cost of 
£12.621,260 the previous year. 

The average cost of homes in the suburbs 
in 1924-25 was £887, compared with £899 in 
ae £995 in 1926-27, and £978 in 1927- 
1928. 

The increased cost is partly due to in- 
creased costs of labour and material, and

ONE PUBLIC-HOUSE FOR 
EVERY 14 PEOPLE. 


Béfore Mr. J. H. Rice, at Ballyfarnon 
District Court (County Roscommon), three ap- 
licafions were considered in connection with 
the abolition of publicans’ licences—two in 
Ballyfarnon and one in Keadue. 

Superintendent T. Keyes, Boyle, who made 
the applications, said that the licensing area 
of Ballyfarnon had, according to the 1926 
census, a population of 6,388. In the licéns- 
ing area there were twenty-five licénséd pre- 
mises, and there was; therefore, one public- 
house, approximately, for every 255 people. 
Taking the town of Ballyfarnon as a unit, 
there was one publichouse for every fourteen 
of the population. The same proportion applied 
to Keadue. There were six publichouses in 
Keadue and eighty-five people. The popula- 
tion of Ballyfarnon court area had decreased 
by 1,023 since the 1911 census. If the three 
licencés weré abolished the ratio would be 
one publichouse to 290 people. 

In thé casé of Laurence Henry, Keadue, the 
superintendént said the area was for the most 
part agricultural. There was one licensed 
premises for every fourteen people in Keadue.

Now, I 
must not led into side issues or per- 
sonalities; but I cannot procéed without re- 
cording a protest against what I conceive 
to be a m sail suggestion of one of your 
correspondénts, when he expressed his resent- 
ment that one who sits in Edward Dowden's 
chair ‘‘ should be fe mi le of defending 
the principle of swhieh is calculated to 
set nds to the human ‘intellect.’ Such an 
interpretation shows plainly that the zealots 
are not all on one side. 

There appears te be need to recall the fact 
that the bill is nat concerned with literature 

enerally, scientific or otherwise, but is 
outtded upon the report of a committee set 
up by the Free State Government to consider 
the question of evil literature. I think it is 
quite possible that some of your corre- 
spondents are pfactieally unaware of the 
existence of this as such, or, at least. of the 
extent to which mora! filth is exploited for 
private gain. Some years ago an experienced, 
and by no means narre“-jumndeéed, London 
clergyman happened to mention to me a weekly 
newspaper, with an enormous circulation, as 
being notable for reporting gross details of 
law cases. Í might have forgotten the matter 
were it not that a few days later I saw a 
bundle of copies of this very journal on the 
counter of a shop in a small Irish village. 
The proprietor informed me that there was 
a great demand for it. The Government 
committee, to which I refer. consisted of two 
university professors, two clergymen and the 
sécretary of the teachers’ organisation; two 
of them were Roman Catholics and three 
Protestants. Only two of these are known 
to me personally, but I have reason te believe 
that they were all men of wide judgment and 
experience; and the fact that thev reported 
unanimously, and that the bill under discus: 
sion was founded upon their report, seems to 
constitute a prima facie argument in its 
favour, which is not to be countered by 
either panicky appeals or picturesque abstract 
protests on hehalf of freedom. I am per- 
suaded that the committee had access to facts 
bearing upon their inquiry which were 
happily unknown to most of your corte- 
spondents and myself. 

It so happens that in the current number of 
The Spectator thore is an article on ' The 
Censorship of the Mind,” arising out of the 
suppression by the British Home Secretary 
of a recent novel. The possibility of a censor- 
ship of literature is carefully weighed, and 
the article concludes thus:—‘ If we are to 
avoid a repetition of recent occurrences, some 
such méasure will have to be adopted.’’ That, 
surely, is no more or less than an acceptance 
of the principles recently supported in your 
columns by Professor Trench and Mr. Walker. 
As to the details of the bill, I do not remem- 
ber them. I think it not unlikely they 
will requite drastic amendment, but I suggest 
that there is not a little to be said in favour 
of a censorship of evil literature.—Yours, etc.,

EDMUND BURKE’S BIRTHPLACE. 


Tr) THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—A certain house in Afran quay has 
recently been mentioned in the /rish Times as 
the birthplace of Edmund Burke. As most 
of the best authorities believe that he 
was born on the Ist of January, 1729, 
Old Style, the bi-centenary of his birth 
is not far off. No record of the exact 
date of his birth or baptism hes ever 
been found. It is believed that he was 
baptised privately at his father’s house, a 
custom then not uncommon. Records of the 
baptism of a younger brother and of several 
sisters have been found in St. Michy.n’s, 
Church street. 

Concerning Burke's birthplace, th» tollow- 
ing is taken from the late Mr. Arthur P. I. 
Samuels’s ‘‘ Early Life, Correspondence, and 
Writings of Edmund Burke.” Mr. Samueis’s 
preface is dated 1914. He was killed in the 
war on the 24th of September, 1916. His 
book was brought out, with additions by his 
father. the late Mr. Justice Samuels. in 1923. 

Mr. Samuels writes :—“ Notwithstanding 
careful investigation and long discussion, the 
eon house on Arran quay in which he was 

orn cannot be satisfactorily identified. Sir 
Joseph Napier (Lecture on Edmund Burke, 
Appendix, Dublin. 1862), after comparing an 
old survey of Dublin, dated 1750, which is in 
Trinity College Library, with the Municipal 
Applotment books, was convinced the house 
was that which was numbered 12 Arran quay 
in 1862 (it is still so numbered), but other 
evidenee seems to preponderate in favour 
of the house numbered 35 in 1897, which was 
recently demolished to clear a site for a 
branch of the National Bank.” From Mr. 
Samuels’s footnote to this passage, it seems 
that Sir Joseph Napier’s conclusion was 
traversed by contributors to the Jrish Builder. 
It is plain that No. 35 was adopted on the 
supposition that Burke’s birthplace should be 
reckoned from the western, or Queen street, 
end of Arran quay. 

Mr. Samuels also says :—” Richard, younger 
brother of Edmund Burke, was baptised in 
St. Michan’s, Dublin, on 8th December, 
17343.” Also he says on page 4:—”“ In the 
Register of Baptisms of St. Michan’s New 
Parish (Footnote, evidently by Mr. Justice 
Samuels, ‘ Now destroyed’) appears.”” Mr. 
Samué]s first quotes records of the baptism 
of Richard as above, and of three sisters of 
Edmund Burke, in which the parents’ address 
is not given; and then :—" On. 14 October, 
1741, Francis, Dr. of Richard Burke, Aity.. 
and Mary—Aaron guay; and ‘1744, July 
19th, Ellen, Dr. of Richard Burke, Atty., and 
Mary—Aron quay.” 

In 1697 the Parish of St. Paul was con- 
stituted by Statute of the Irish Parliament, 
and the church in North King street was 
built at about the same time. Sir Joseph 
Napier’s conclusion in favour of the house 
which has been numbered 12 Arran quay 
since, betweén eighty and ninety years ago, 
was obviously influenced by something he saw 
on the “old survey of Dublin, dated 1750. 
which is in Trinity College Library,’’ and 
something everybody may see who looks at 
Rocque’s Map of Dublin, 1756. The some- 
thing is this—the boundary line between the 
Parishes of St. Michan and St. Paul, at 
Arran quay, runs down to the Liffey between 
the sites where the houses numbered 20 and 
21 Arran quay formerly stood. The line ran 
a little to the westward of Pudding lane, 
called since 1776 Lincoln lane. In fact; the 
boundary was at a point west of the spot 
where St. Paul's Church, Arran quay, has 
stood since 1837. 

The boundary is still the same. The 
houses on Arran quay from No. 1 to No. 18, 
and also to a point between St. Paul’s 
Church, Arran quay, and the Presbytery, are 
in thé Parish of St. Michan, Church street. 
The houses from that point to No. 43. the 
last house on Arran quay, are in that of St. 
Paul, North King street. The old maps 
show that this was so since St. Paul's Parish 
began. Sir Joseph Napier must have per- 
ceived that, if Burke’s birthplace was at or 
near number 33. all those records of the 
baptisms of the Burke children should rather 
have been found in St. Paul's, North King 
street. The fact is that they were all found 
in St. Michan’s, Church street; so that wa 
may conclude with Sir Joseph Napier that the 
house now numbered 12 p rotten quay is the 
birthplace of Edmund Burke. 

Even if 33 and 34, the National Bank, are 
not built on the site of his birthplace, No. 35. 
beside them. was the place of business of 
Charles Haliday, author of that excelleat 
book, “ The History of the Seandinayian 
Kingdom of Dublin.” The “old Survey of 
Dublin, in Trinity College Library,” used by 
Sir Joseph Napier in this inquiry, is dated 
1760. Burke graduated in Trinity in 1749, 
and was the f of the Historical 
Societv.—Yours, etc., “ab G7

TIME IN OPERATION. 

Excluding institutions at which it would 
appear that no regular hours were worked. 
and the three businesses which employed 
outworkers only, the returns received showed 
that 14 establishments were at work during 
the whole year, three worked 270-276 days 
and three others 230-270 days. 

The normal hours of work were: For seven 
firms a 48-hour week; for eight firms a 44- 
hour week, and the remaining five firms 
ranged from 38 hours to 42 hours per week. 


LINEN AND CANVAS. 

The total output of twenty-nine linen, 
eotton, hemp and jute, and canvas manufac- 
turing firms in the Frée State for the year 
1926 amounted to £442,063, according to a 
Census of Production report published yester- 
day by the Free State Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce. 

Eleven of the twenty-nine establishments 
were concerned mainly in the making of 
canvas goods, and in the repairing of second- 
hand bags and sacks bought for repair and 
resold, and six were institutions (convents, 
etc.), whose output in these industries con- 
sisted principally of lace and embroidery 
goods. 

The total amount paid in salaries and wages 
by the twenty-nine firms was £114,868, and 
the number of persons employed was 1,816, of 
whom 1,212 were females.

REEKING WITH POTEEN.

BORDER DISTRICT RAIDED BY 
COMBINED POLICE FORCES. 


There was not a man, woman or child— 
except the child in the cradle—who was not 
engaged in this poteen trade morning, noon 
and night, and he was absolutely tired of 
the district from which these people came, 
said District Justice O’Hanrahan in dealing 
with poteen charges at Stranorlar (Co. 
Donegal) District Court. 

Joseph Gallen and Mary Ann Gallen, his 
wife, of Meenreagh, between Ballybofey and 
Castlederg, were charged with the possession 
of poteen and a small quantity of treacle, 
and Mrs. Gallen was chatged also with 
obstructing the Guards and assaulting one of 
them. : 

Sentencing the male defendant to a month’s 
imprisonment and fining Mrs. Gallen £2 for 
the assault, the Justice said that the place 
was simply reeking with poteen. He had 
sent a number to jail already and had im- 
posed heavy fines on others, hut apparently 
the traffic was going on as bad as ever. 

Several other persons from the border dis- 
trict were fined on the charge of possessing 
poteen.

Sre,—ls it not time that steps be taken to 
control so-called “bus traffic and render it 
reasonably safe for the general public, or 
must the responsible authorities wait until 
public indignation has been aroused and the 
country horrified by some ghastly holocaust’ 
Is it right that the large section of the 
public which patronises this form of travel 
should: be at the mercy of negligent or in- 
competent drivers or of mechanical in- 
adequacy, due to lack of periodic inspection’ 

It appears to the writer that the time is 
full ripe for the setting up of a commission 
to inquire into the various problems involved 
in the rapidly developing vogue of fast ‘bus 
travel over both long and short distances ; 
and the points to which icular attention 
of such a commission might well be directed 
are as follows:— _ hao 

(1.) The desirability of issuing special 
licences to drivers, such licences to be 

ranted only to persons who satisfy the 
icensing authorities as to their proficiency, 
a high standard of which should be 
demanded. 

(2.) The desirabilit 
dismantling of all vehicles plying for 
hire, capable of carrying a number of pas- 
sengers to be determined, this dismantling to 
be undertaken after a certain mileage, for the 
ay Uy of inspection by engineering advisers 
to the competent authority for licensing such 
vehicles. 

The cost of licensing tests of drivers and 
inspection of vehicles should be borne by the 
"bus companies. The writer feels that the 
details of such a scheme should be capable 
of being worked out by the commission, and, 
if adopted, would tend to ensure public 
safety without undue strain on public funds.

THE PASTORAL MIDLANDS. 


Out from Dublin by the Chapelizod and 
. Lucan road, the Velocette purred its way 
through the towns of Maynooth, Enfield 
and Mullingar to Longford, an important 
centre in the Midlands. The road 
traverses a typically pastoral country, 
which offers few features of interest to the 
tourist, the rich meadowlands of West- 
meath striking the prevailing note. The 
landscape is pleasantly wooded; views, 
however, are restricted by the high hedges 
which border the route and by the un- 
dulating nature of the countryside. The 
road itself offers an excellent surface ‘for 
motor traffic, and has long, straight 
stretches with easy gradients, where speed 
may be attained, if desired. 

Beyond Longford the scene changes, and 
the pastoral region is definitely left 
behind. The road . narrows. into a 
pleasant by-way running through rough 
moorland country, though still bordered 
on each side with trees and hedges. This, 
perhaps, is one of the most attractive of 
the many charming approaches to the 
alluring West. At Newtownforbes, a 
small wayside hamlet, the lordly Shannon 
greets us with a chain of lakes stretching 
northwards to the old town of Carrick. At 
numerous twists and turns glimpses are 
revealed of the spreading waters of the 
river, which lave here more the appear- 
ance of flooding a low-lying countryside 
than deepening to lakes. A tonic fresh- 
ness fills the air which now blows in our 
faces, bearing more than a hint of the 
saliy spume and spray of the distant 
Atlantic. 


SLIGO’S CHARMS. 


Crossing the river at Carrick, a small 
but thriving town, much resorted to by 
anglers, one emerges on the Sligo road, 
deservedly famous for its fine surface anu 
scenic surroundings. It is but a step 
further to Boyle, picturesquely situated 
amid fine timber on the northern borders 
of County Roscommon. Beyond this town 
the road ascends steeply in long cork- 
screw bends to surmount a ridge, from the 
summit of which, with dramatic sudden- 
ness, the panorama of County Sligo leaps 
to the eye almost with the effect of a drop 
scene in the theatre. Heather-clad 
mountains fill the prospect, presenting 
with their jagged outlines and almost 
precipitous dios a disorderly appearance, 
as if Nature in this part of the world had 
left her handiwork unfinished. In. the 
distance the impressive pillar of Benbul- 
bin fronts the Atlantic. Far below, and 
almost at one’s feet, lies the tree-fringed 
expanse of Lough Arrow. Dropping again 
steeply to the level, the read at this point 
almost in itself suggests the track of an 
arrow in the undeviating straightness of 
its flight towards Collooney and Bally- 
sodare. 


AND THEN TO BED. | 


At the latter town, pictúresguely 
situated on an inlet of Sligo. Bay, I 
turned west for Easky, a small village 
perched midway on. the coast to Ballina, 
at the mouth of a fine stream noted for 
its salmon and trout. The graceful spire 
of the parish church is a conspicuous 
landmark in this region, but neither that 
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ment, save an occasional Jight in a cottage 
window, was visible as I approached the 
village under cover of darkness. Mis- 
fivings as to the nature of my reception 
increased as I noted the time—after 
eleyen o'clock!

SHOOT ING AT CORMORANTS. 


My cousin, the rector, bore my sudden

A Busman’s Holiday. 


I travelled down from Euston to Holy- 
head the other night with Mr. E. N. 
Seymour, the young Clontarf cricketer, 
who played this year for the Gentlemen of 
Ireland against the West Indies, and also 
against Scotland.

Last season he 
was a very successful full back. and, if he 
continues to improve, more is likely to be 
heard of him in the Rugby world.

LORD OXFORD'S MEMORIES. 


(Published To-day.)

or excision. Had the Earl of Oxford and 
Asquith been spared, there is little doubt 
that his ‘‘ Memories and Reflections, 
1852-1927 (Cassell. Two vols. £2 2s. net) 
would have undergone considerable re- 
modelling, and that a better balance 
might have been achieved. As it was, 
Lord Oxford died when he had drafted 
for the printer only two-thirds of the 
book. True, as his executors inform us, 
he had “ prepared all the material for the 


a few verbal amendments, nothing now 
appears which has not been written or 
prepared by Lord Oxford himself; *‘ but 
that is a very different matter from a 
final supervision of printers’ proofs. 
They admit themselves, in a footnote to 
a chapter of personal sketches: ‘‘ Various 
sketches are included here which, if Lord 
Oxford had lived to complete the book, 
might have been subject to other arrange- 
ment.”’ 

Here, then, we have the statesman’s 
first hand opinions of his contemporaries. 
The keynote of his character was magna- 
nimity, as the [Irish Times observed when 
he died, in an editorial article which 
Lady Oxford quotes in her preface. What 
a plethora of great historic events and 
revolutionary changes in social life was 
crowded into Lord Oxford’s seventy-five 
years! One of the earliest recollections 
of this statesman, who died last year, is 
of the celebrations in his native village 
which marked the end of the Crimean 
War, and he remembers seeing five 
executed criminals hanging in a row out- 
side Newgate on his way to school in 
1864. In 1875 he was with some friends 
on a visit to St. Andrew’s, when, “ in 
default of any other recognised form of 
athletic exercise, we Englishmen made 
acquaintance with the unknown and out. 
landish game of golf.’’ 


THE PARNELL COMMISSION. 


After leaving Balliol he entered at the 
Bar, supplementing the meagre earnings 
of his early practice by lecturing and 
journalism—he was associated wich “he 
Spectator and the Economist for a number 
of years. There are many interesting 
memories of the great legal figures of the 
day. Of-the late Lord Russell of Ki'lowen 
he says — 

“ Charles Russell, whom for real genius 1 
put in a class by himseif among the advo- 
cates of my time . . . . . was a good, 
without being exactly a profound, lawyer, 
and had an autocratic manner and, when he 
pleased, a rough tongue which made a con- 
sultation with him an ordeal to which few 
solicitors or junior counsel, however eminent, 
looked forward without a certain degree of 
apprehension. For myself, I delight to 
acknowledge that, though I was his junior 
in not a few of his most important cases, 
I hardly ever heard from him an angry, 
or even an impatient, word.” 

One of the “important cases’’ was the 
Parnell Commission, in which Russell 
unexpectedly delegated the cross-examin- 
ing of the manager of The Times to 
Asquith. The jumior counsel protested in 
vain, and then proceeded to take “the 
largest step in advance that I ever took in 
my forensic career,” being overwhelmed 
with praise by Russell when he had 
finished with the witness. It was largely 
due to the reputation that he gained by 
this performance that Mr. Asquith was 
induced to take silk. 


ENTRY TO POLITICS, 


Politics brought Mr. Asquith’s legal 
career to an end in December, 1905, when 
he entered Camphell-Bannerman’s Cabinet 
as Chancellor of the Exchequer. Of course 
he had long been identified with politics 
before that date. “TI had taken part,” he 
says, “ as a skirmisher, and more or less 
as a free-lance, in the great Gladstonian 
uprising, for such, in effect, it was, of 
1880.” In 1885 he was elected for East 
Fife, which constituency he represented 
without a break for thirty-two years. 
His last case at the Bar “ was also the 
last in which 1 found myself associated, 
either as colleague or adversary, with Sir 
Edward Carson. 

“I have always regarded Carson as an 
exceptionally dangerous antagonist. His early 
professional experience had been gained 
entirely in Ireland; indeed, he had been an 
Trish Law Officer before he was called to the 
English Bar. But he rapidly acquired a com- 
manding position here, and after the elevation 
of another Irishman, Charles Russell, to the 
Bench, he was, in my opinion, unsurpassed 
as an advocate in the handling of witnesses 
and in the presentation of a case to a jury. 
I must add that though at the Bar, as in 
politics, we were ainsi invariably on

SOME IRISHMEN. 
Lord Oxford had intended to include in

O’Connor Power, according to Lord 
Asquith, was the author of the phrase so 
frequently attributed to the Liberal 
leader, that the Liberal Unionists were 
“ the mules of politics: without pride of 
ancestry, or hope of posterity.”’ 

“One of the most gifted of the 

Nationalist leaders was Thomas Sexton, 
who was certainly at one time their most 
finished and powerful s poor He was a 
man of undistinguished appearance, and 
of retiring manners, and I never suc- 
ceeded in establishing with him more 
than a superficial acquaintance. Mr. 
Justin MacCarthy rated him at his best as 
second only to Gladstone among the 
orators and debaters of the time, and 
declares that in private conversation he 
was ‘even more brilliant than in public 
debate.’’’ His taste, however, was not 
always faultless, in the opinion of Lord 
Asquith, “ and when he retired in 1896, 
he had ceased to be a parliamentary 
force.’’

LORD CUSHENDUN.

certainly from no lack on his part of courtesy 
or of honest endeavour to understand and 
appreciate an opponent’s point of view.”’ 


VOTES FOR WOMEN. 


Lord Asquith, who was throughout an 
advocate of the admission of women on the 
same terms as men to professional and 
business callings, recalls the fact that, as 
far back as 1892, when he went to the 
Home Office, he was the first Secretary of 
State to open the factory inspectorate to 
women against the ‘‘almost unbroken 
hostility of my expert advisers.”’ 

““On the other hand,” he admits, “I 
was, until near the close of the war, a 


strenuous opponent of the extension of the 


political franchise to women.” It is 
interesting to note that he held: ‘‘ Women 
do not, in fact, now, and probably never 
will, vote en bloc and as a class. And the 


experts in electioneering tell us that, with 
very rare exceptions, in any average con- 


stituency, a female candidate is handi- 
capped by her sex.” 

Referring to the various phases of the 
‘* suffragette’’ campaign, Lord Asquith 
mentions his adventure in Dublin in July, 
1912. ‘‘I went to Dublin to speak at the 


Theatre Roval, which two or three of the 


militant ladies attempted to set on fire the 
day before the meeting. I was driving 
with my wife and Mr. John Redmond in 


an open carriage through the streets of 


Dublin at night, when a woman on the 


pavement threw a hatchet at us It was 


no doubt intended for me, but it was badly 
aimed and struck Mr. Redmond on the 


cheek.” 


‘The women who took part in these 
insensate outrages,’’ he remarks, alluding 
to the later stages of the campaign, ... . 
‘“ were for the most part genuine fanatics, 
With something of the temper of the 
martyr.”’ 

As illustrating the attitude of the 
average woman voter, he tells a story of 
“a charming young friend of mine who 


was canvassing in the Liberal interest. 


‘In one of the houses she visited the 


man was out, but his newly enfranchised 


wife was at home. She declared at onc 
that they had both promised their votes to 
the Tory candidate. Undaunted, the 
attractive canvasser plied al! her per- 
suasive arts until at last the good woman 


said: ‘ Well, dearie, if it would really 


please you so much, I don’t see why we 


shouldn't vote for your man.' ' 


NO INCOME TAX 


In view of the comparatively recent 


campaign in this country for the abolition 
of the ificome tax, the author’s reference 
to that generally disliked burden are in 
teresting to Irish readers. 


‘*Gladstone’s proposal, in 1874, to abolish 


the income tax, which had then sunk to three 
pence in the pound, was denounced at ihe 
time, and is still often represented as an 
electioneering bribe. A Budget without an 
mcome tax would he in these days an un- 
thinkable freak. But it is to be remembered 
that the income tax was in its origin a war 
tax, and that it was revived in time of peace 
by Sir Robert Peel, as a temporary expedient 
to make good the loss of revenue caused by 
his simplifications of the tariff.”

From Our Own Corresponpenrt. 
| CORK, Wednesday. 
President oy oy visited Cork to-day, and 
addressed the 25th annual general meeting 
of the Cork Industrial Development Associa- 
tion, at which there was a large and repre- 
sentative attendance, presided over by Sena- 
tor J. C. Dowdall, and later by Mr. George 
Crosbie. 
President Cosgrave, who had motored from 
Dublin this morning, had been delayed 
en route, and the meeting was already in 
progress when he arrived. On entering the 
Chamber he was warmly applauded, all pre- 
sent rising. 
Mr. Cosgrave prefaced his remarks by 1G¢- 
ferring to the fact that the Association had 
now completed a quarter of a century's acti- 
vity and was celebrating its silver jubilee at 
a time when it could ino forward to pursuing 
its task in undisturbed tranquillity, free from 
internal unrest and the uneasiness in the 
mind of the business man which accompanied 
such unrest, 
Their annual report touched upon almost 
every aspect of their industrial life, and com- 
mented on various matters which fell directly 
or indirectly within the sphere of activity of 
one or other of the State Departments. The 
outstanding feature of it was, in his opinion, 
the note of pessimism and the tendency to 
id their industrial poeition in an unfavour- 
able oe It was necessary that the other 
side of the picture should be shown and a 
reference made to the position es it was to- 
day and prospects of increased . prosperit 
compared with the condition of affairs whic 
existed after the war and in 1922. 
POSITION OF AGRICULTURE. 
‘* Agriculture, in common with all indus- 
tries,’ said Mr. Cosgrave, ‘‘ suffered from the 
effects of the economic depression, which fol- 


lowed upon the Great War. It is 
generally overlooked that this de- 
pression succeeded a period of abnormal 


prosperity. Comparisons are usually made 
with that period, with the result that the 
actual depression is magnified. The economic 
condition of agriculture, although consider- 
ably less favourable than it was in the years 
immediately following the war, is far from 
being in the semi-hopeless condition in which 
some are inclined to view it. Moreover, it 
will be generally admitted that standards of 
living have been considerably improved. 
LOANS TO FARMERS. 

The reaction following the war was in- 
tensified by seasons unfavourable to farm- 
ing, and, in the Irish Free State, by an out- 
break of liver fluke in cattle and sheep in 
low-lying districts of the country,: causing 
widespread loss in these areas, In order to 
tide the farmers affected over this difficult 
= and to enable them to restock their 
ands, the State set aside funds to be ad- 
ministered by the Department of Agriculture 
to enable loans to be made for this purpose. 

These loans were made obtainable through 
local co-operative credit societies, which re- 
ceived from the Department State advances 
free of interest for a period of three years. 
The advances began to be issued in Octo- 
ber, 1925, and up to the present date a total 
amount of £85,000 has been so ‘issued w 
sixty-three societies operating in sixteen 
counties. 

These societies have been closely supervised 
by the Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society, and there is satisfactory evidence to 
show that the money was well used by the 
borrowers. chiefly for the purchase of fresh 
stock. In many cases this useful scheme 
increased the milk supply to creameries. Re- 
payments to the Department of the money 
advanced will begin falling due in October 
next, and there is good reason to believe 
that the credit. societies, will meet their 
obligations satisfactorily. 

PREVENTIVE MEASURES. 

The Department concurrently took steps to 
bring to the notice of farmers the latest pre- 
ventive measures and remedies for fluke dis- 
ease. In the period under review. the De- 
partment pushed forward operations in cones 
nection with the enforcement of the Live 
Stock Breeding Act, the Agricultural Produce 
(Eggs) Act and the Dairy Produce Act. Steps 
were also taken for the development of the 
pork industry and the export of fresh meat. 

The results of these efforts, it is thought, 
may best be gauged by a survey of che 
values of the principal Free State agricultural 
exports during the first six months of the 
present year. It will be found that in com- 
parison with the first six months of 1927 these 
values increased as follows :—

The increases in the export of live stock 
have, moreover, not been obtained at the ex- 
pense of the parent stock in the country. On 
the contrary, the statistical estimates just 
issued giving the numbers of cattle, sheep 
and pigs in the Saorstat on the lst of June, 
of the present year, show that cattle have in- 
creased by 23 per cent. and sheep by 6.5 
per cent., while pigs show a negigible de- 
crease of only .3 per cent., following an in- 
crease of over 50 per cent. in each of the 
preceding two years.

THE CHOICE OF DUBLIN. 

The choice of Dublin as a centre for many 
new factories has, I understand, been dictated 
largely by its position as a distributive 
ceutre; but there are other factors, and the 
City of Cork is not devoid of advantages as a 
distributive centre for a large area of the 
country. It should be the aim of your 
Association to keep the advantages of your 
city before those who plan the creation of 
new industries, and you can call on me to 
give every possible sup to any well- 
directed effort to secure that Cork obtains a 
full share of what, I hope, will prove, in time, 
a general industrial revival.

PROPOSED FLOUR TARIFF. 

The report of the Tariff Commission has 
been received with regard to the application 
for a tariff of 3s. per sack on flour and, while 
accepting the recommendation of the Commis- 
sion so far as the application is concerned, 
the various matters raised in the report are 
at present under examination.

VOLUME OF TRADE. 


A SATISFACTORY STATE OF 
AFFAIRS. 


As regards the figure showing the volume 
of external trade during recent years, may I 

int out that the general tendency indicated 
by these figures is, on the whole, satisfactory? 
Whilst the volume of trade has not 
diminished, imports have decreased sub- 
stantially, and our exports are increasing. 
In the matter of our external trade, we 
cannot expect to attain the millennium in 
the brief period of a few years. The 
tendencies which our trade figures show are 
marked, and they are in the right direction. 
Imports have steadily decreased from 69 
million pounds in 1924 to 61 million pounds 
in 1927, as quoted in your report. f this 
decrease of eight million pounds, I have been 
able to trace 34 millions of a decrease in 
those articles which are protected by a tariff. 
As the commodities affected show increased 
direct employment of 11,460 workers, it is 
proper to assume that this part of the reduc- 
tion in imports is represented by increased 
home production. Decreased Values are re- 
sponsible, of course, for a considerable pro- 
portion of, the total apparent decline in 
imports. i 

“ UNNECESSARY " IMPORTS. 

I must confess that I am not in agreement 
with some of the deductions drawn in your 
report from our statistics of external trade. 
Reference is made to what are described as 


millions mentioned as our total import trade 
under the classification of food, drink and 
tobacco. 
On reference to our official statistics I find 
that the total import under this classification 
amounted in value to about 23. millions in 
1927. On analysis this total is seen to be 
made up in the main of articles of food, of 
which about half consists of items which 
cannot be produced in the country at all. I 
can only see in this list two items—viz., 
wheaten flour (amounting to £3,020,000) and 
bacon and hams (amounting to £1,750,000) 
which might be classified as ‘‘ unnecessary '' 
imports, for the reason that they could be 
replaced by flour milled in the Saorstat and 
by bacon and hams produced ‘at home. 
The report of the Tariff Commission on 
flour indicates at least that there may be 
two opinions on the wisdom of placing a 
protective duty on imported flour unless very 
greatly increased quantities of wheat are 
grown at home. 

IMPORTED BACON. 
With regard to the relatively large amount 
of imported bacon and hams, it is clear that 
important questions affecting our national 
economy would be involved in attempting, by 
means of a protective tariff, to stop this 
ay The bacon-curing trade itself is, I 
understand, dubious of a protective tariff as 
an assistance to their industry, and the fact 
that no formal application has been made, 
either by those engaged in pig producing or 
by bacon curers, is some evidence that great 
care must be taken in interfering with an 
industry which is one of the mainstays 
of our export trade. » 


GOVERNMENT AND PRODUCTION. 

I should like your Association, which is 
primarily interested in the economic develop- 
ment of this country, to understand that 
careful consideration is being given by the 
Departments of State wae 5 to the ways 
and means by which, through Government 
action, production in every shape and form 
can be economically centred in the country. 

I am in entire agreement with the view ex- 
pressed in your report that it is possible to 
supply our own needs to a far greater extent 
than is done presently through the develop- 
ment of home industry, and the Government 
has kept, and will continue to keep, this fact 
in view. Responsibility engenders caution, 
and particularly when the responsibility in 
question is one so weighty as the economic 
welfare of this country. Your Council can 
understand our reluctance to take any posi- 
tive step until proposals are examined 
thoroughly, and all their implications and 
Likely effects on the national prosperity fully 


explored. 
SEA FISHERIES.

“My visit to America,” proceeded Mr. 
Cosgrave, ‘‘ was another duty, and a very 
strenuous one, and it was not generally 
realised that such visits to another country 
on the part of any representative of a State 
are not one continuous round of pleasure. 
The reason for the success of that visit was 
due, however, not so much to me personally, 
but largely to those friends of Ireland there 
who, for the past my J and a half, have 
hélped this country, and are continuing to 
help it, without requiring any thanks for 
their efforts. 

“We have now the good-will of every 
nation in the world and no longer figure in 
that sensational corner of the Press which 
countries in a state of irresponsibility some- 
times occupy, and it is our duty to those who 
have gone before and who will come after us 
to build’ up our country industrially, com- 
mercially and professionally. There are very 
few people, indeed, who are not satisfied that 
we are capable of doing so." 


WORK OF ASSOCIATION. 
Mr. O’Herlihy, secretary, submitted the 
annual report of the Association, the prin- 
cipal points in which had been dealt with by 
Mr. Cosgrave in his address.

MONEY TO BUY GREYHOUNDS.

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TOBACCO SUPPLIES. 


To the fact that both sexes now indulge 
in cigarettes is attributed the increase in 
tobacco consumption in the British Islands 
from 2.4 Ibs. per head of the population in 
1914 to 3.4 Ibs. in 1927. Providing, as it 
does, three-quarters of the tctal export surplus 
of tobacco leaf of the .world, the importance 
of the United States of America as a source 
of supply can hardly be over-estimated. Point

Speed Limits. 


The statement by Colonel Ashley, the 


Minister*of Transport, that an arbitrary 
speed limit for cars is not the best 
method of protecting the public caused 
no small sensation to-day. The state- 
ment was made in reply to the Wareham 
and Purbeck District Council, whicn 
called attention to the danger of the 
heavy motor vehicles in the area. Colone! 
Ashley says that no maximum speed can 
be fixed at which, under certain condi- 
tions, it may not be dangerous to drive, 
and a recognition of the fact, together 
with the difficulty of enforcement, has 
rendered many of the special speed limit 
regulations virtually inoperative. This 
does not mean that a change in the policy 
of the Ministry is contemplated; for the 
law remains as it was, and it will be 
enforced, but under new and easier con- 
ditions.

Pulverised Coal. 


Successful experiments in the use oi 


pulverised coal on some of the great liners 
are likely to result in further vessels having 
their machinery adapted for the conmsump- 
tion of this fuel. Particular interest }- 
attached to the experiments, because on 
one vessel the oil and. pulverised coal 
systems were tested side by side, and the 
pulverised coal showed a big saving in the 
fuel bill. In spite of the lower cost, the 
boiler efficiency of pulverised fuel was 
almost twenty per cent. greater than that 
of hand-fired coal, while the saving in 
wages and expenses was considerable. 
This is a good omen for the coal industry. 
and it is to be hoped that the experi 
ments, which are to be. continued. 
ultimately will prove successful. The 
use of pulverised coal will provide a 
market for certain classes of coal at 
present more or less unsaleable for 
marine use. 


Canada’s Prosperity. 


Reports from Canada bear testimony 


to a wave of prosperity now sweeping over 
the country, in spite of the decline in the 
price of wheat. A ‘‘ record” harvest 
gives indication of maintaining the 
prosperity for some months ahead. and it 
is estimated that the agricultural] and 
allied industries wil] possess a greater 
spending power than they have ever 
enjoyed before. The low prices for wheat 
are offset by higher prices for other farm 
products and rising markets for live- 
stock. In regard to wheat, the railwavs 
and elevators are prepared to handle a 
crop of nearly one hundred million 
bushels in the most expeditious manner. 


World Power. 


The latest developments in the use of 


coal, oil and gas will be discussed when 
the World Power. Conference meets in 
London later in the month. Lord 
Melchett will preside over the conference 
which will be attended by two thousand 
delegates from forty-five countries, and 
the programme includes no fewer than on: 
hundred and sixty-five different papers 
One of the subjects to be dealt with wil!

PROPOSALS IN THE NEW BILL. 


, highly-placed Civic Guard official, 
when interviewed by an fri", Times 
representative yesterday, stated that the 
(jvie Guard authorities were alive to the 
“bus menace.’ At the present moment, 
this oficial admitted, there are no laws in 
existence to compel bus owners— 

Te insure themselves and their vehicles 
against first, second and third party 
accident. claims ; 

To keep their vehicles in a safe mechanical 
condition ; 


To equip their vehicles with emergency 
doors, and with fire extinguishers in 
case of fire; 

To keep their vehicles in a sanitary condi- 

tion and adequately ventilated ; 

To employ skilled and certified drivers; 

To take all other precautions necessary for 
the safety and well-being of the’ pas- 
sengers who entrust. themselves to their 
care for the time being, and generally 
io maintain a requisite standard of 
excellence in the service given by them 
to the public. 

It is understood, however, that the 
Inter-Departmental Committee which has 
been considering traffic problems for some 
time past has made: its final report, and 
th copies have been sent to the 
Mi .stries concerned. 

ln their report the Committee set out 
various solutions for the many traffic 


sroblems that confronted them. They 
éin made recommendations dealing with 
the matters set out above and others that 
have particular relation to the ‘bus 
problem. 


SPEED LIMIT ALTERATION. 

They recommend that the Civic Guard 
authorities shall be given powers to 
control ‘bus traffic throughout the Free 
State in a manner commensurate with the 
safety, well-being and convenience of the 
general public. 

it is proposed further to alter the pre- 
serit speed limit of twenty miles an hour 
for ‘buses, and to set up a system by 
means of which ‘buses will be inspected 
and examined periodically to ensure that 
they are in a safe mechanical and road- 
worthy condition 

In this respect there are two different 
proposals. One is that the Civic Guard 
authorities should be empowered to 
employ their own engineering experts to 
examine the ‘buses, and the other is that 
they should prepare lists..of recognised 
engineering experts in the towns and 
cities of the Free State. 


NEW LAWS BY CHRISTMAS. 

The recommendations of the Committee. 
of course, cover the whole ambit of the 
trafic problem in Dublin City and other 
points of the Free State, and it is under- 
stood that it is the intention of the 
Government to introduce a bill into ihe 
Dail embodying these recommendations as 
soon after the recess as possible. It is 
stated that the proposed new traffic re- 
culations will become law by the new year 
at the very outside. |

OBSOLETE ACTS. 
They have no real authority for the con-

‘Stage coaches,’’ under which heading

In the Dublin Metropolitan Division 
they have to rely on the Dublin Carriage 
Acts oí 1853-54-55, and the regulations 
made thereunder, and on the Corporation 
bye-laws. The Motor Car Act of 1903 gives 
ho assistance. 

In the country, an extraordinary state 
of affairs exists; for the only laws which 
tpply to “bus traffic there are the Sum- 

_mary Jurisdiction Acts, which merely 
reculate as to the manner of driving, the 
number of passengers. carried, and the 
amount of luggage carried on the top of 
the vehicle (it must not reach beyond a 
vertain height). 


INSPECTION OF ‘BUSES. 


To a certain degree the Civic Guard are 
able to control the "buses in the Dublin 
Metropolitan District as regards examina. 

btion but, nevertheless, their powers are 
Inadequate. When a ‘bus first comes up 
for registration at the Carriage Office in 
Dublin it has to be in a serviceable and 
rmoadworthy condition, but only a cursory 
examination can be made to ensure that 
It is in that serviceable condition. Once 
a year, when the time comes for the 
annual renewal of the licence, ‘the ‘bus 
owners are compelled to furnish a report 
from a competent motor engineer to show 
that their vehicle is in a “ serviceable ”’ 
condition. R 

In this respect one of the difficulties is 
that there is no definition of the term 
“ competent,” so that any garage pro- 
orietor, no matter what is the extent of 
nis knowledge of mechanics, comes under 
‘he category as ‘‘competent.’’ Besides, 
he Civie Guard authorities cannot turn 
down the report of a “eompetent ” 
*ngineer because of his status in the trade. 
They cah only do so if the vehicle is 

atantly unserviceable. 


“ UNSERVICEABLE ” 'BUSES. 

The definition of the word “‘ unservice- 
able’ is, to say the least, amusing. Under 
the Carriage Acts a stage coach is un- 
Ferviceable if it makes excessive noise, or 
is in such a condition as to be an “‘eye- 
tore.’ When such is the case a licence 
can be revoked. A licence can also be re- 
roked if a vehicle is “ unclean,’’ or has 
broken. windows and upholstery, but this 
does not mean that a vehicle must be kept 
thoroughly hygienic and sanitary con- 
ition. | : 

_ In effect, it means that a ‘bus can be 
in a bad and dangerous mechanical con- 
dition, but as long as its looks pass 
muster, and it has power enough in its 
engine to move, it is “ serviceable.”’ 

What is most important of all, it means 
that a vehicle can be allowed to go to

IN THE COUNTRY. 

In this respect they can only exercise 
this. limited authority on those "buses 
which ply for hire in the Dublin Metro- 
politan area. In the country there are 
no examinations by: ‘‘ competent’’ en- 
gineers required; there are no regula- 


No special registration is required, and 
the licence is the same as that of an 
ordinary private or hackney motor car. 
As a result, any kind of a decrepit motor 
vehicle can be turned into a motor omni- 
bus by a mere word. 

At the end of 1927 there were 658 omni- 


State, and of this number 258 were re- 
gistered in the Dublin Metropolitan Dis- 
trict. By August 18th last the number of 
vehicles registered in the Dublin Metro- 
politan District had increased to 292. 


THE ONE-MAN COMPANIES. 

According to the latest returns the num- 
ber of 'bus companies and ‘bus owners 
in the whole of the Free State is 105. 
Naturally, the small ’bus owners are in a 
big preponderance over the ‘bus com- 
panies, which, on the whole, are sound 
and trustworthy. 
owners have purchased their ‘buses’ on 
the “ pay as you run ” system, which ‘is 
at once uneconomic and dangerous. It 
means that the smaller ’bus owners, who 
are running their ‘buses on this system 
and have to pay the instalments on the 
cost price, wages, general garage and 
running expenses, find it dificult, with 
the competition at present existing, to 
make ends meet and hold over a profit 
for themselves. 

They cannot afford to lay up their 
"buses for periodical overhaul and in- 
spection; they can only do so for abso- 
lutely necessary repairs, or when their 
"bus breaks down. None of the vital 
parts of the car, such as the steering, is 
looked after, and they gradually go into 
disrepair—with consequences. 

A year ago the majority of ’buses on 
the road were new. ‘To-day they are be- 
ginning to show ample signs of hard- 
wear. It is a daily sight to see broken- 
down ‘buses on the side of the road. 


ILLUMINATING FIGURES. 

Below we append the figures of the con- 
victions obtained against omnibus drivers 
for offences in the Free State during the 
first seven months of this year. They are 
illuminating. 

The “controlled points ” referred to are 
commonly known as “traps,’’ and are so 
organised on the long-distance routes that 
one portion of a route is “controlled '' 
every day. One day it might be controlled 
in the Dublin area and the next day in 
the Kildare area, and so on 

Two Guards are required for a “control,” 
and this means that at present two 
thousand Guards carry out “control ' 
duty for one day, or for part of a day. 
in every month. This is amnle proof of 
the measures being taken by the force to 
cope with the problem to the best of its 
ability under the circumstances. 

‘BUS CONTROL. FIGURES. 

In November of last year, when this 
system of "bus control was first instituted, 
there were 528 offences for the whole of 
the Free State, but these figures have been 
greatly reduced since. |

The course of events has not changed, and 
our existence to-day is more necessary than 
at any other time. The doufse of events 
has determined that we, as a people, must 
live; not on the land, but on our ‘brains. 

‘People talked about’ the industrial 
revolution. It was not so much an indué- 
trial revolution as a complete change in 
the very essence and bedrock of the life of 
our: people. We were a ‘pastoral people, 
who suddenly launched out into something 
different. 

‘‘Our standard of life i#*no longer our 
acreage, but our brain capacity and’ our 
science. That is why the business man 
of England must back science. People say 
that we are overcrowded. We shall never 
be overcrowded until we reach the limit 
of our mental capacity. We have not yet 
reached the “limit. We can” do much 
more. It is mental capacity which ts the 
backbone of out nation.. 

‘‘ Business men to-day constitute. the 
army in the field; men of science are the 
army in reserve, and I think-we are mak- 
ing the ammunition of the army in the 
held.” (Cheers. ) 

Sir Josiah Stamp said that at one time 
it was quite. true to. say that commerce was 
entirely unscientific, and science entirely 
uncommercial, but ‘there was growing up 
an increasing sympathy bettveen ‘them, 
and commerce was taking over some of the 
broad principles on which science was 
built, and was applying them to increas- 
ing success. Commerce to-day was, im- 
patient of those fields of its activities 
which were empirical and relied merely on 
rule of thumb.

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PLIGHT OF INDEAN

LAHORE, Wednesday. 
The latest messa from Srinagar 
about the floods in Kashmir state that 
the water level is falling, after being in 
some places 70 feet above the normal 
level.

VISITORS STRANDED. 

As regards visitors, chaos has reigned, 
for only the roads to the plains are 
blocked, and the visitors returning to 
Srinagar have increased still further the 
congestion caused by those coming down 
from Gulmarg at the conclusion of the 
season. A hundred are stranded on the 
roads between Murree and Srinagar owing 
to the fact that the roads and the bridges, 
when not broken by torrents, are blocked 
by enormous boulders and great pine 
trunks. 

Many important bridges have gone, and 
at Uri Bridge 200 lorries are held up, and 
one is reported to have fallen over the 
edge. 

At Uri over fifty Europeans are 
stranded, with bridges broken in front 
and behind, and the roads are blocked 
as we:l.

BOMBAY, Wednesday. 

“In view of the revelations on which 
the plaintiff relies in her affidavit as they 
were disclosed in the Bawla murder case, 
I have no hesitation in coming to the 
conclusion that, if this unfortunate woman 
dares to enter the State of Indore, her 
life would most probably be in jeopardy 
again,” declared Mr. Justice Davar to-day 
in granting the petition of Sowkabai 
Rajapurkar, a Hindu woman, that her 
case should be tried in the High Court 
of Bombay. The action which this woman 
is bringing is a claim for 184,000 rupees 
(£13,800) against Tukoji Rao, the ex- 
Maharajah of Indore, for “ wrongful im- 
prisonment, personal injury, wrongful 
conversion and misappropriation of her 
property, and systematic cruelty practised 
upon her by the defendant for a period 
of ten vears both at Indore and at 
Bombay.” : 
The plaintiff alleged that when Tukoji 
Rao was ruling in Indore he decoyed her 
daughter and herself from Bombay into 
that State, and ultimately’ kept them in 
confinement in Indore, where they were 
subjected to innumerable cruelties. 
Counsel for Tukoji Rao appealed later 
to-day against Mr, Justice Davar’s order 
on the ground that the judge acted -u/tra 
vires in making the remark quoted above, | 
and, “further, that no Court in British 
India would take cognisance of such a 
suit for damages arising out of incidents 
that occurred outside British India; and, 
therefore, outside the jurisdiction of the 
High Court of Bombay.

While Germany is waiting without ex- 
aggerated hopes-for the result of the meet- 
ing between Herr Miller. the Chancellor, 
and M.. Briand, at Geneva (which took 
place in Geneya to-night), some exaspera- 
tion is being caused by persistent rumours 
from Geneva and elsewhere of a sort of 
Franco-German co-operation in the re- 
paration and debt problems designed to 
force the United States to reconsider its 
attitude towards the French debt thesis. 

These rumours, which are suspected here 
of having a French origin, are being con- 
veyed more particularly to the Press of the 
United States. 

“ ANTI-AMERICAN FRONT.” 

It is hinted in some versions that the 
German Government has already expressed 
its willingness to work actively in 
Washington, not only for a revision of the 
Dawes pian, but for a reduction of the 
French debt to the United States. 

Other versions go into greater detail. 
The French and German delegations at 
Geneva, it is stated; are already working 
together to bring about a settlement of 
the reparation question in connection with 
the evacuation of the Rhineland, and their 
negotiations, if successful, might end in 
the formation of an ‘‘ anti-American 
front’’ among the Eurdpean Powers. 
| A GERMAN DENIAL. 

The French plan, according to these re 
ports, is that a milliard § dollars 
(£200,000,000) worth of German Railway 
Bonds should be marketed, mainly in the 
United States, and the reparation total 
fixed. Germany should. be offered the im- 
mediate evacuation of the second Rhine- 
land zone, and be promised the evacuation 
of the third zone as soon as the United 
States agreed to a general settlement of 
reparations and war debts. In this way 
the responsibility for further delay in the 
evacuation would be shifted to the United 
States, which might thus be induced to 
consider a settlement, involving a reduc- 
tion of European debts. 

It is denied in authoritative circles here 
that any such scheme was broached in 
Paris, or had been broached in Geneva, 
at any rate up to this morning.

When it was realised that this kind of 
work was badly needed, that it was really 
serviceable to the community, that it was 
in touch at once with* human needs and 
with the furthest stretches of thought and 
imagination, it would surely take on a 
final touch of nobility. 


THE UNBRIDGED GAP. 


“Nothing in the progress of science, and 
more particularly of modern science, is so 
impressive as the growing appreciation of 
the immensity of what awaits discovery, 
and the. contrasted feebleness of. our 
ability to put into words even so much as 
we already dimly apprehend. There is a 
problem of which the minds of physicists 
have been full in recent years. The nine- 
teenth century theory of radiation asks us 
to look on light as a series of waves in an 
all-pervading ether. The theory has been 
marvellously successful, and the great ad- 
vances of nineteenth-century physics were 
largely based upon it. There is no ques- 
tion of its truth in the ordinary sense. 
““In the last twenty or thirty years a 
vast new field of optical research has been 
opened up, and among the curious things 
we have found is the fact that light has 
the properties of a stream of very minute 
particles. Only on that hypothesis can 
many experimental facts be explained. A 
wave theory is of no use in the newer 
field. How are the two views to be recon- 
ciled? How can anything be at once a 
wave and a particle? I do not believe 
that I am unjust to any existing thinker 
if I say that no one yet has bridged the 
ga

“Tt may be a step forward to say, as 
we have been saying vaguely for’ some 
vears, that both theories are true; that 
there are corpuscles and there are waves, 
and that the former are actually respon- 
sible for the transferénce of energy in 
light and heat and for making us see, 
while the latter guide the former on their 
way. , 

‘“We are here face to face with a 
strange problem. .We know that. there 
must be a reconcilement of our contra- 
dictory experiments ; it, is surely our con- 
. ceptions of the truth which are at fault, 
though each .conception’ seems. valid “and 
proved. There must a truth which’ is 
greater than any of our descriptions of 
it. Here is the actual case where the 
human mind is brought face to face with 
its own defects. What can we do? As 
physicists. we use either hypothesis. accord- 
ing to the range of experiences that we 
wish to consider. To repeat a phrase 
which I ‘employed a few days ago in 
addressing a university audience familiar 
with lecture time tables, on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays we adopt the 
one hypothesis;-on Tuesdays; Thursdays 
and Saturdays the other. We-know: 

we cannot be seeing clearly and fully in 
either case, but are perfectly content to 
work and wait for the complete under 
standing.” t sgeiih' ; 


BATTLEFIELD EXPERIMENTS. 


““Tf it were to be of ‘full service,” ha 
said, “' scientific knowledge and experience 
must be in practical contact: with the 
problem that was to be solved,” and he 
illustrated his meaning by an interestin 
experience during: the Great War. 
number of young scientific students from 
the umiversities was assembled for the 
purpose of testing on the battlefield ‘the 
value of such methods of locatin enemy 
guns as were already known” ‘‘ In their 
mutual discussions and considerations it 
became clear to them that the great 
desideratum was a method of measuring 
very exactly the time of arrival of the air 
pulse, due to the discharge of the gun, at 
, Various stations in their own lines, If the 
relative positions of the stations were 
accurately known it would then become a 
matter of calculation to find the gun 
position. But the pulse was very feeble: 
how could it be registered ? 
‘‘ Various methods were considered, and 
among them was one which, no doubt, 
seemed far-fetched and unlikely to be suc- 
cessful. A fine wire is made to carry an 
electric current, by which it is heated. 
If it is chilled, for example, by a puff of 
cold air, the resistance to the passage of 
the current increases, and this is an effect 
which can be measured if it is large 
enough. If, then, the hot wire could 
made to register the arrival of the air 
pulse from the gun a solution of the 
problem was in hand. 
““ But could the faint impulse from a gun 
miles away produce an obvieus chill in a hot 
wire? On first thoughts it did not seem 
likely, and the suggestion lay in abeyance... 
_ “But it happened that one summer morn- 
ing an enemy aeroplane came over at day- 
break on a patrolling expedition. An officer 
lay awake in his bunk listening to the dis- 
charges of the anti-aircraft guns and the 
more distant explosions of their shells. Every 
now and then a faint whistling sound seemed 
to be connected with the louder sounds. The 
wall of the hut was of felt; it was in poor 
condition, and there were tiny rents close to 
his head as he lay. The gun pulses made a 
feeble sound as they came through. This set 
the officer thinking; if the pulse was strong 
enough to make a sound, it might be strong 
enough to chill a hot wire perceptibly.

NO TRACE EVER FOUND. 


When the s.s. Emlynmor, owned - by. the 
Emiyn Line; Cardiff, left Middlesborough on 
October 22nd last, she had a crew of thirteen 
on board. “She was sighted off: Dungeness, 
which was the last seen or heard of her or her 
crew, Mr. John Emlyn Jones, of the 
Line, stated at the Board of Trade inquiry 
at Newcastle yesterday into the loss of the 
vessel, that she carried thirteen lifebelts and’ 
three lifeboats. Her skipper, Captain Buile 
succeeded Captain Morris, who died on: á 
the ship in 1927. . Sivas 
“The only explanation I’can offer for the 
loss was the terrific storm which raged:around 
Great. Britain from October 24th onwards for 
several’ days, and caused several casualties,” 
said Mr, Jones. ‘‘I believe the Emlynmor 
must have been swamped before she could 
reach haven."’ 
It was stated that the Emlynmor was built 
as a gunboat, but the war finishing before she 
was completed, she was converted into a cargo 
vessel.

TRAMWAYS AND 'BUS 
COMPETITION. 


AN ENGLISH EXPERT'S 
EVIDENCE, 


When the inquiry into the Belfast Corpora- 
tion’s proposed by-laws for the regulation of 
motor. “bus traffic was resumed yesterday, Mr. 
Warnock, Barrister-at-Law, asked the 
inspector to take note of the fact that two 
petitions against the by-laws had been signed 
—one by 118,600 citizens, and the other by 
11,500 residents outside the city area. He 
handed in two blank forms, and said that the 
actual petitions would be available for inspec- 
tion. 
Mr. E. Shrapnell-Smith, C.B.E., President 
of the Commercial Motor Users’ Association, 
was called by Mr. Pringle, K.C., and 
examined for the ‘bus companies. He 
described the proposed by-laws as the death- 
warrant oí the motor omnibus. The by-laws, 
he contended, had been framed for the pur- 


pose, not of. regulating traffic, but “of 
utting the ‘buses off the streets. 
it would require two shifts per day to work 


He would like to see something 
in the by-laws regarding the working ‘of the 
tands, Another point was the time limit 
which was set for "buses stopping—the en- 
forcement of this might lead to injury to 
passengers.

TRAVELLING ABREAST. 

_ It is a fairly common sight to see two 
buses travelling abreast. in the same 
direction. An instance of this was 
observed quite recently on the Merrion 
road. A ‘bus was travelling towards 
Blackrock at a speed of about 23 miles. 
A motor car following in its wake, anxious 
to get clear of it and pass it out, accele- 
rated and just as it was passing the ’bus 
a second ‘bus dashed along, and for some 
seconds nearly four-fifths of the road was 
occupied by these conveyances travelling 
at a dead level. From Blackrock direc. 
tion came another ‘bus, and it was only 
when this was within thirty or forty 
yards that the outside ‘bus gave way and 
fell behind. 7 

It was, to put it mildly,. a. thrilling 
couple ,of seconds. for the centre tar, 
which was only*separated frotthieach "bus 
by httle more than a foot at either side. 
If traffic is allowed to proceed on such 
lines the roads, dangerous as they are 
at present, not only for motorists, but 
all road users, will become absolutely 
unusable. ‘Buses should not be allowed 
to travel abreast at high speeds even for 
the shortest distances. 

The sudden pulling up of 'buses. even 
in the centre of the Toad. without any 
warning to following traffic, is a repre- 
hensible practice. The drivers should be, 
at least, compelled to get close to the 
footway and signal to those following 
their intention to stop. é 

OVERCROWDING. 

Though many prosecutions have taken 
place for overcrowding, the practice still 
goes merrily on, and the writer, though a 
frequent traveller on various lines of 
‘buses, has never yet, under any circum- 
stances, seen a conductor refuse passen- 
gers, even though his particular ‘bus at 
the time was carrying 25 per cent. more 
passengers than it was licensed to carrt 

A regular inspection of the condition 
of these vehicles, and particularly of the 
machinery, is a vital necessity if the lives 
of the public are to be safeguarded. 
Beyond an inspection when the cars are 
being licensed nothing in the way of 
inspection takes place, and the inspection 
on these oceasions is more or Jess a mera 
formality.

SPORT IN A DOWNPOUR. 


Kingstown ‘Township Regatta, the last 
Fxture of its kind upon the Dublin coast line, 
deserved a better fate than that which fell 
to its lot yesterday.

history of the war years that his pages

THE SHADOW OF WAR. 


Immediately before the war the shadow 
of the Home Rule Bill lay heavy on 
Parliament. The Amending Bill, intro- 
duced by the Government on June 23rd, 
1914, embodied the proposal that any 
Ulster county should be entitled to vote 
itself out of Home Rule for six years. 

“The Lords transformed it into a shape 
which the Nationalists and the majority. of 
the House of Commons could not accept, by 
definitely excluding the whole of Ulster. 
Before and after that proceeding efforts were 
made to attain an agreement. There were 
comings and goings of negotiators and long 
discussions of Ministers. 

‘Without prejudice to the decision of 
other matters, such as the time limit, which, 
from Sir Edward Carson’s point of view, was 
at the moment the real difficulty, conversa- 
tion turned on the geographical delimitation 


of the area that might be excluded tem- 
porarily or permanently. There was debat- 
able territory, particularly in the two 


counties of Fermanagh and Tyrone, where the 
racial and religious intermixture presented 
exceptionally intricate difficulties. I had talks 
with the protagonists on both sides. Each of 
them had their difficulties.” 


TOWARDS IRISH PEACE. 


There follow some extremely interesting 
extracts from notes which he made at 
the time. Here are a few:— 

“June 24.—Lord Rothermere and Lord 
Murray of Elibank are to open negotiations 
with Sir E. Carson and Mr, Bonar Law. 

‘* June 25.—I see no harm in them going 
ahead, 

“June 27.—Law will support any reason- 
able settlement with Carson. 

“June 29.—Redmond says he must have 
Tyrone and Fermanagh. 

“July 8.—I had an interesting talk yes: 
terday with Carson. It showed how little 
réal progress the negotiations had mede. 
Carson is guite anxious to settle, but makes 
much—honestly, I am sure—of his difficulties 
with his own friends. 

“July 9.—I had a long call from Stam: 
fordham, who wanted to report to the King 
about Ulster prospects, etc. I pointed out 
to him -that the Lords, by omitting the 
prebiscite, ete., and cutting up Ireland as if 
it was a butcher’s joint to suit their own 
palate, were not helping towards peace. 

“July 13.—I have had two interviews. 
The first with Lord Northcliffe at ‘ The 
Master’s ’ (Lord Murray of Elibank) flat. He 
had been ‘doing Ulster,’ and is much struck 
with the Covenanters, whom he regards as a 
formidable, though most unattractive, crew. 
I talked over the question of areas, etc., 
with him, and tried to impress upon him the 
importance of making 7'he T'imes a respon- 
sible newspaper. After I got back to the 
House 1 had half-an-hour with Redmond and 
Dillon, also mainly about areas. I found 
them in a decidedly impracticable mood, and 
I foresee great difficulties in the coming week 


which will practically decide whether we 
can come to an agreement, 
A ROYAL SUGGESTION, 

“July 16.—It has been decided that I 


should advise the. King to intervene, with 
the object of securing a pacific accommoda- 
tion, through a conference of the representa 
tives of all parties concerned, both British 
and Irish, 

“July 17.—I found the King in a tent in 
the garden. He was full of interest about 
the conference, and he made the really good 
suggestion that the Speaker should preside. 
It was arranged that I should write a 
memorandum stating the reasons why | 
advised a conference, and that he would send 
a most cordial reply amounting to an invita- 
tion.” 

It was all of no avail. On July 24 he 
has to chronicle that ‘‘ The Conference, 
which held four meetings at Buckingham 
Palace, has broken down. Nothing 
could have been more amicable in tone or 
more desperately fruitless in result. 

The storm clouds were lowering over 
Europe, and there were yet graver matters 
afoot. At 3.15 on the same day “ we had 
a Cabinet, where there was a lot of talk 
about Ulster, but the real interest was 
Grey’s statement of the European situa- 


tion, which is about as bad as it can 
possibly be. . -We are within 
measurable distance of a real Arma- 
geddon.’’ 


WHY ENGLAND FOUGHT. 


For a little space the Irish question is 
shoved into the background while we are 
shown the Cabinet wrestling with the 
crisis provoked by the European con- 
flagration. It was a time of divided 
counsels; and, in a memorandum dated 
August 2nd, we find, '“ We had a long 
Cabinet from 11 till nearly 2, which ver 
soon revealed that we were on the brink 
of a split.”” We agreed at last with some 
difficulty that Grey should be authorised 
to tell Cambon that our fleet would not 
allow the German flect to make the 
Channel a base of hostile operations. 
John Burns at once resigned, but was 
persuaded to hold on, at any rate, until 
the evening, when we meet again. . . . 

‘‘ Happily, I am quite clear in my mind as 
to what is right and wrong. (1) We are 
under no obligation of any kind either te 
France or Russia to give them military or 
naval help. *(2) The dispatch of the Expedi- 
tionary Force to help France at this moment 
is out of the question, and would serve no 
object. (3) We must not forget the ties 
created by our long-standing and intimate 
friendship with France. (4) It is against 
British interests that France should,be wi 
out as a Great Power. (5) We cannot allow 
Germany to use the Channel as a hostile base, 
(6) We have obligations to Belgium to pre 
vent it being utilised and absorbed by Ger 
many.” 


THE ULTIMATUM. 


On Atgust 3rd a telegram was de- 
spatched to Germany requesting an assur- 
ance that the neutrality of Belgiuni would 
be respected, and on the same afternoos 
Mr. Asquith had to announce in the 
House of Commons that Lord Beauchamp, 
Lord Morley, Sir John Simon and Mr, 
Burns had resigned from the Government, 
Lord ‘Beauchamp and Sir John Simon 
afterwards consented to retain office.

Situated on the Funcheon about a mile above its junction 

with the Blackwater, and about two miles from Fermoy; up to
